POLICY OF CO-OPERATION 

“In short, our co-operation as 
an independent state in the furth- 
erance of the aime of peace and 
justice has always been and still 
is a distinctive feature of our 
policy. 

“There is plainiy no inconsis- 
tency between these policies and 
the Monroe Doctrine. Our posi- 
tion as a world power has not 
affected it. The question is wheth- 
er that doctrine is still important 
under changed conditions. The 
answer must be in the affirma- 
tive.”’ 

So far as the Pacific and Far 
East were concerned, Mr. Hughes 
said the United States had devel- 
oped “the policies of (1) the open 
door; (2) the maintenance of the 
integrity of China; (3) co-opera- 
tion with other powers in the dec- 
laration of common principles; 
(4) co-operation with other pow- 
ers by conference and consulta-

ENUMERATES NINE POLICIES 
The nine “affirmative policies” of 
the United States enymerated by

First——"“We recognize the equal- 
ity of the American republics, and 
their equa] rights uader the law 
of nations.” 

Second-——“We have no policy of 
aggression; we do not support ag- 

ssion by others; we are op- 
posed to aggression by any one of 
the Latin-American republics up- 
on any other.” 

Third—‘States have duties as 
well as rights. Among these obliga- 
tions is the duty of each state to 
respect the rights of citizens of 
other states which have been ac- 
quired within its Jurisdiction in 
accordance with ite laws. A con- 
fiscatory policy strikes at the foun- 
dations of international  inter- 
course.” 

Fourth—"It is the policy of this 
government to make available its 
friendly assistance to promote sta- 
bility In those of our sister repub- 
lice which are especially afflicted 
with disturbed conditions involv- 
ing their own peace and that of 
their neighbors. We are not aim- 
ing at control, but endeavoring to 
establish self-control. We are not 
}seeking to add to our territory or 
to impose our rule upon other 
peoples.” 

Fifth—“With respect to the Lat- 
in-Ameriecan republics, it is our 
policy not only, to seek to adjust 
any differences that may arise in 
our own intercourse, but . to 
extend our good offices to the end 
that any controversy they may 
have with each other may be 
amicably composed.”

HIGH SCHOOL’S HOLD 
ON YOUTHS GROWING 


MORE BOYS REMAINING FOR 
GRADUATION, STATE RE- 
PORT SHOWS 


(BY A P. NIOHT WIRE) 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 30.-~-The 
high schools of California have 
scored a “comeback” so far as 
their power to attract and hold 
boys for graduation is concerned. 
This is shown by a report issued 
here today by Will C. Wood, State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, giving the percentages of 
boys and girls graduated in 1922- 

California high schools last year, 
according to Wood's figures, grad- 
uated 2510 pupils more than they 
graduated in 1921-22. The num- 
ber of boys graduated increased 
1256 or 20.1 per cent, while the 
number of girls increased 1254 or 
15.3 per cent. 

The total number of graduates: 
for last year was 16,939 out of a 
total senior enroliment of 19,250. 

Concerning the significance of 
the figures, ood said: 

“TI am especially pleased to note 
that the percentage of boys grad- 
uating is increasing more rapidly 
than the percentage of girls. The 
eriticiam of the high schools in the 
past has been that boys leave be- 
fore completing the course. The 
records of recent years indicate 
that the high school has far great- 


er holding power for the boys than 


it had ten or fifteen years ago.” 

Los Angeles county, the report 
shows, holds the highest record for 
high-school graduates, with a to- 
tal of 5316. Alameda county is 
second, with 1735, and San Fran- 
cisco third, with 1172. .

The first stép in the formation

Niblo, president of the 
association, and one of the lead- 
ing figures in the present agita- 
tion, declared yesterday that he 
had received assurance from many 
other organizations that the de- 
sired committees would be prompt- 
ly appointed with instructions to 
co-operate in every way with the 
plane for the formation of the 
league. 


RESULT OF BALL 


The situation now stands, he 
said, that the film industry is dis- 
satisfied not only with the treat- 
ment it has received, but also with 
what it considers the abridgement 
of the rights of the citizens of Los 
Angeles and with conditions that 
it believes will work for the harm 
of the city throughout the country. 

Matters reached a‘crisis, Mr. Niblo 
said, when the motion-picture di- 
rectors’ ball was compelled to put 
a stop to dancing at the Biltmore 
on Wednesday night through the 
refusal of the Police Commission 
to agree to a permit for a later 
hour. In this case, it is charged, 
discrimination wae used against the 
industry. 

Niblo, tn a speech at the ball, 
made forcible statements about 
the action of the commission and 
predicted that some action would 
would result from the affair.

About 900 rather than 9000 would come 
nearer to our estimate of the vocabulary of 
the average citizen, although it takes a 
vast amount of temerity to take issue with 
so erudite a gentleman as the editor of the 
Standard Dictionary. And something over

THE “BLOC” 

According to the latest Washington 
dispatches the La Follette radical bloc has 
lost ite boasted “balance of power” in the 
first round of the skirmish for the organiza- 
tion of the new House of Representatives. 
The radical bloc was able to count enough 
noses, on paper, to prevent the Republicans 


|}from organizing the House. While they 


form but a petty minority, about thirty 
members in a House of 435 members, they 
figured on trading between the lines, to the 
end that they would force parts of the rad- 
ical legislative program through a conserva- 
tive House. 

But Democratic leaders have let it be 
known that they have no desire to organ- 


ize the House under such conditions. As 
The @s pointed out a week ago, if the 
De tic party were to make common 


ca with these radicals, if it were to agree 
to pass their radical legislation in return 
for their support. in organization it would 
be overwhelmingly repudiated in next year’s 
elections. 

Moreover, the Democratic leaders could 
not make good on such a contract, for there 
are enough Democrats who place country 
before partisan politics ‘to prevent the con- 
summation of such a plan. In fact, the 
Democratic leaders discovered that, in case 
of a contest, the number of La Follette rad- 
ical Republicans who would vote with the 
Democrats would more than be offset by 
the conservative Democrats who would vote 
with the Republicans. ; 

Experience has fully proved that the 
American people have no sympathy for a 
policy of obstruction in our government. 
They will not support an opposition party 
that tries to stop the course of legislation 
simply to discredit the party in power. 
Congress has a function to fill. It is a na- 
tional and not a partisan body. Party spir- 
it, im ite narrow sense, has no place in the 
legislative chambers of the government. 
The Democratic leaders fully recognize 
these facts and they have already indicated 
a way by which the little conspiracy of the 
La Follette radicals can be ‘suppressed. 

A constitutional majority is not required 
for the election of a Speaker or for the rat- 
ification of committee appointments. All 
that is necessary is a majority vote of those 
present. It is already apparent that enough 
conservative Democrats will not find it con- 
venient to attend one of the early sessions 
of the next Congress to equalize the num- 
ber of La Follette radicals. This partial 
withdrawal of the Democrats will expose 
the radicals in their true weakness. 

It is very possible, however, thaf this 
radical bloc will be able to do considerable 
harm as the Congress session progresses. 
There is always what is known as the ad- 
ministration program; and, as President 
Coolidge is regarded as the most likely 
winner of the Republican nomination next 
year, the Democrats will be within their 
rights and privileges when they oppose 
purely administration measures. 

It is a condition similar to that in the 
English Parliament, which the Poet Moore 
once satirized as follows: 

“As the ladies of Siam, at least. the polite

With the Democrats in solid opposition 
and a group of thirty radicals elected as 
Republicans voting with them, the nominal 
Republican majority of fifteen in the House 
will disappear. Useful, constructive legis- 
lation will probably be blocked; but this is 
the price that the country must pay for 
permitting purely local considerations in 
many Congress districts to blind the eleo- 
tors to the higher consideration of the wel- 
fare of the nation as a whole. 


A JOINT OUTPALL SEWER 
An election vital to the interests of 
Los Angeles county has been called for 
December 21. On that date the South Bay 
cities will decide whether or not they wish 
to form a sanitation district so that the 
long-pending question of sewage disposal 

may be adequately settled. 

In its late years of phenomenal growth 
Los Angeles has outgrown many public 
utilities, but none that demands more im- 
mediate attention than taking care of its 
sewage. Experts have wrestled with the 
problem from every possible angle. Sys- 
tems employed in many American and Eu- 
ropean cities have been investigated. 


After a careful weighing of all the evi- 
dence collected the conclusion reached 
points to an outfall sewer as the most eco 
nomical and practical method employable. 
The sewer must be large enough to allow 
for future growth and must carry the clari- 
fied sewage far enough out to sea to pre- 
vent any beach pollution. 

To make this undertaking satisfactory te 
every interest affected by\it harmonious co- 
operation between Los eles and the 
South Bay cities is essential. For this rea- 
son Redondo, Hermosa and Manhattan 
Beaches and the Palos Verdes should in- 
dorse the action of the County Board of Su- 
pervisors in favoring the formation of a 
South Bay sanitary district to advance this 
important project. 

The present Hyperion outfall is the log- 
ical site for a joint sewer to take care of 
the sewage from Los Angeles and the bay 
cities. A sewer with its outlet near the 
shore would jeopardize the whole waterfront. 
Experts declare that there is no danger of 
a backwash from the Hyperion sewer car- 
ried two miles out into the ocean. 


On the other hand, if the proposition fails 
and city, with its limited finances, has 
to d its own outfall sewer it would be 
impossible for them to carry the sewage 
far away to sea beyond the danger of the 
backwash. By uniting with Los Angeles 
and pooling the expense a sewer can be 
constructed that will settle this difficult 
problem in the only satisfactory manner in 
which it can be settled. 

The financial cost is necessarily a heavy 
one. In combination with Los Angeles the 
South Bay cities can afford to handle the 
sewage problem as each city, working for 
itself, can never hope to do successfully.

AVE COAL TO BURN 
But a few weeks back there was fear 
of a coal famine and a nation-wide dread 
of an impending strike. Now we are in- 
formed that the supply is ample. 

Already more than one hundred mines in 
the bituminous districts are reported as 
having shut down and at least 25,000 mine 
workers are idle. The nonunion mines are 
filling the market and seem able to meet the 


'demand and furnish coal for less than the 


union mines. The weather has been large- 
ly responsible for this condition. It has 
been warmer usual in the East and 
thus far there has been no insistent call 
for coal. 

When the real grip of winter comes the 
situation will change. However, there is 
said to be coal enough in the markets to 
fill the first rigorous demand. There need 
be no hardships save on the part of those 
who haven't the money to buy. There is 
still the making of a strike, however, but 
fortunately it will not come until spring. 

Most of the aggeements between the 
union miners and the operators expire next 
March. The miners declare that the scale 
must be increased. The owners say that 
the mines cannot meet competition without 
a reduction in wages. Between these 
propositions there is room for a general 
strike. The public, however, will not be 
directly involved. There will be coal 
enough to nieet any situation created by a 
sthike. 

So many industries are changing from 
coal to ofl as a power fuel that the nation’s 
output of coal can be greatly lessened with- 
out creating any hardship. The country 
may yet be able to dispense with coal as 
a heating agent—and be cleaner and warm- 
er in the doing. :

The impulse of the new pervaded

It was the first time that 
Spalding had played with the 
orchestra, though he hag previous- 
ly been heard in ital here, and 
was to be rementbered for the 
spontaneous and enduring appro- 
bation that it evoked from his 
listeners at Philharmonic Audito- 
rium. With their applause, they 
called him back eight or nine

| fest admiration.
